On 20 April Pyongyang broadcasts a special ordinance which provides f o r  
punishment of llmalicious t r a i t o r s  who betrayed the Fatherland and cooperated 
with the U.S. imperialists and the Syngman Rhee t r a i t o r s  i n  using terrorism 
and butchery against Korean patriots.  Convicted persons w i l l  be sentenced 
t o  death and the executions w i l l  be carried out before the public, Police 
m e  authorized t o  conduct the t r i a l s  24 hours a f t e r  a written accusation 
has been presented t o  the accused, and no appeal against the sentence w i l l  
be permitted.
